Report  and  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1942, 
adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Management  at  a  meeting  held  on 
Saturday,  the  10th  April,  1943,  for  presentation  to  the  44th  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  and  Friends  of  the  Hospital. 

NOTE. — In  view  of  the  continued  need  for  economy  in  the 
use  of  paper,  this  Report  has  been  abridged. 

I.  GENERAL  ACTIVITIES 

This  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1942,  once 
again  bears  witness  to  the  popularity  of  the  Hospital  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  and  justifies  the  desire  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
to  pursue  their  policy  of  maintaining  its  useful  purpose  and  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  the  extension  of  its  activities  as  soon  as  circumstances 
permit. 

The  continued  freedom  from  air  raids  has  happily  left  the 
Hospital  free  to  be  used  to  its  full  extent  for  the  benefit  of  the  ailing 
folk  in  the  surrounding  district.

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.  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Committee  have  to  record  the 
deaths  of  Sir  Montagu  Sharpe  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Wolfe. 

Sir  Montagu  Sharpe  was  one  of  the  Founders  of  the  Hospital  in 
1898,  and  took  an  active  interest  in  its  work  until  1932.  During 
these  many  years  he  was  first  Honorary  Treasurer  and  later  Presi¬ 
dent.  In  appreciation  of  his  services  and  as  a  mark  of  their  esteem 
the  Committee  of  Management  have  accepted  from  Lady  Sharpe 
the  gift  of  a  photograph  of  Sir  Montagu  and  this  has  been  hung  in 
the  hall.  •' 

Dr.  }.  H.  Wolfe  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  and  sometime  Senior  Mepnber.  Upon  his  retirement 
from  practice  in  1937  he  moved  into  the  country  and  relinquished 
his  active  association  with  the  Hospital.  Many  of  our  older  friends 
will  recall  the  good  work  which  Dr.  Wolfe  did. 

Two  other  valued  and  consistent  helpers  of  the  Hospital  have 
ceased  their  activities.  Mrs.  Jamieson  has  resigned  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Miss  Banks  from  the  office  of  Honorary  Secretary  to 
Matron. 

Mrs.  Jamieson  was  a  member  of  the  General  and  House  Com¬ 
mittees  for  many  years,  and  it  is  sad  to  record  that  ill  health  has 
compelled  her  to  leave  us.  To  her  ardent  work  for  the  Hospital 
she  added  a  grace  and  charm  which  her  friends  will  long  remember 
and  she  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Miss  Banks  rendered  Matron  very  useful  service  in  her  ad¬ 
ministrative  work.  Since  the  war  Matron  has  been  burdened  with 
much  additional  secretarial  work  on  account  of  rationing  and  Minis¬ 
try  of  Health  requirements,  and  Miss  Banks  was  a  valuable  help 
to  her.  She  has  now  retired  to  the  country  with  the  good  wishes 
of  those  who  know  her. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  have  authorised  several  neces¬ 
sary  improvements  and  renewals.  Much  remains  to  be  accom¬ 
plished,  but  what  has  been  done  will  facilitate  the  work  of  the 

nursing  staff. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Operating 
Theatre  has  been  afforded  protection  from  bombing,  and  bunks 
have  been  provided  for  the  Air  Raid  Shelter. 

In  July  representatives  of  King  Edward  Fund  visited  the  Hos¬ 
pital  and  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  it  is 

conducted. 

A  Return  has  been  made  for  the  London  Hospital  Survey,  and 
representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  visited  the  Hospital  and 
made  a  thorough  inspection. 

In  February  the  Ministry  of  Health  gave  notice  of  its  tem¬ 
porary  suspension  of  the  Hospital  from  the  Emergency  Medical 


scheme.  The  effect  of  this  decision  on  the  Hospital's  income  is 
referred  to  in  the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Mayor  (Councillor  Cyril  Grant,  J.P.) 
convened  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  King  Edward  Memoria: 
Hospital,  Ealing,  and  this  Hospital.  As  a  result  a  joint  Com¬ 
mittee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Mayor,  was  formed  for  mak¬ 
ing  appeals  for  the  two  Hospitals.  Included  in  the  programme 
were  three  fetes  from  which  this  Hospital  materially  benefited. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  representatives  of  the  two  Hos¬ 
pitals  met  again.  Consequent  upon  this  meeting,  both  Hospitals 
have  agreed  to  launch  joint  appeals  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Mayor  for  the  ensuing  year  (Councillor  H.  G.  Greenwood,  J.P.), 
and  a  satisfactory  basis,  for  the  distribution  of  the  proceeds  has  been 
agreed  upon. 

A  Garden  Fete,  which  Lady  Jersey  kindly  consented  to  open, 
was  arranged  by  County  Councillor  Mrs.  Brooks  at  her  home  at 
13,  Carlton  Road,  West  Ealing,  on  29th  July  last.  Alderman  E. 
H.  Brooks  was  present,  and  the  efforts  of  these  two  good  friends 
of  the  Hospital  were  rewarded  by  a  good  attendance,  with  the  result 
that  the  Hospital  benefited  by  a  handsome  monetary  gift,  for  which 
the  Committee  is  very  grateful. 

Despite  the  fact  that  rationing  has  been  more  severe  since  last 
year,  the  President  (Mrs.  David  Levi)  decided  to  hold  another 
“  Pound  Week.”  With  the  assistance  of  Matron  and  a  band  of  lady 
helpers,  it  was  held  about  the  middle  of  September.  The  result 
exceeded  ail  expectations.  The  Committee  offer  their  grateful 
thanks  to  all  who  contributed  to  the  2,750  lbs.  of  groceries,  650 
packet  goods,  450  tinned  goods,  and  the  £120  collected  in  cash. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  depends  so  much  on  the  good 
work  and  sympathy  of  Matron  and  her  staff  that  it  is  out  df  no  sense 
of  mere  formality  that  we  once  again  express  our  appreciation  of’ 
the  excellent  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties 
during  the  past  year. 

The  Committee  also  thank  the  Consultants  and  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  for  their  untiring  devotion  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
and  also  the  members  of  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the 
voluntary  nurses  for  their  regular  attendance.  The  work  of  these 
ladies  is  particularly  appreciated  because  of  the  relief  they  have 
given  to  Matron  during  the  time  she  has  been  short  of  permanent 
staff. 

The  Ladies’  Linen  League  has  continued  to  care  for  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  once  again  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  these  ladies  for 
their  good  work.  Mrs.  Ross,  the  Honorary  Secretary  to  the  League, 
has  contributed  a  Report  which  is  included  in  this  issue.

13.  FINANCE 

Another  war-year  has  passed  and,  happily,  we  are  once  again 
able  to  report  an  extremely  satisfactory  financial  position.  In  spite 
of  an  anticipated  reduction  of  inconle  from  one  source  alone  (Minis¬ 
try  of  Health)  of  over  £500,  the  balance  of  Income  over  Expendi¬ 
ture  has  exceeded  last  year’s  record  figure  by  more  than  cne-third. 
This  remarkable  result  is  not  only  a  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  and  to  the  generosity  and  public  spirit  of  its  donors  and 
workers,  but  is  at  the  same  time  a  compelling  vindication  of  our 
voluntary  system.  If  such  a  result  can  be  achieved  in  spite  of  the 
inhibiting  conditions  of  war,  there  is  no  telling  what  may  be  accom¬ 
plished  when  normality  is  restored. 

The  modernization  and  extension  of  our  present  premises  be¬ 
come  more  pressing  with  every  day  that  passes,  and  yet  the  whole 
scheme  is  still  in  the  two-dimensional  stage.  It  is,  however,  a 
great  satisfaction  to  those  who  have  had  this  project  so  much  at 
heart  that  what  was  the  chief  (if  not  only)  obstacle  to  its  realization 
is  steadily  being  surmounted  by  the  continued  good  health  of  our 
finances.  This  is  an  exhilarating  thought  and  one  that  should  en¬ 
courage  us  to  lose  no  time,  when  the  proper  moment  comes,  in 
carrying  out  the  work. 

As  is  only  to  be  expected,  our  ordinary  expenditure  has  mate¬ 
rially  increased  (by  about  £500),  but  this  has  been  more  than 
offset  by  a  handsome  increase  in  revenue  of  over  £900.  The 
increased  expenditure  is  mainly  attributable  to  enhanced  costs  for 
Laundry,  Fuel,  Lighting  and  Salaries.  The  remarkable  success  of 
Pound  Week  is  reflected  in  the  comparatively  small  rise  under  Pro¬ 
visions,  and  we  cannot  be  too  grateful  to  our  indefatigable  Presi¬ 
dent  and  her  host  of  willing  workers. 

On  the  income  side  nearly  all  items  show  a  substantial  increase. 
Subscriptions  (that  Cinderella  of  our  fortunes)  have,  it  is  true, 
raised  themselves  from  the  new  low  level  of  last  year  to  something 
round  about  the  usual  figure,  and  this  is  good  so  far  as  it  goes.  But 
even  so,  the  urgent  need  of  the  Hospital  is  for  more  Subscribers. 
It  is  difficult  to  understand  why,  in  spite  of  so  many  appeals  in  these 
Reports,  the  number  of  Friends  of  the  Hospital  on  whom  it  may 
rely  for  an  assured  income  remains  so  depressingly  low.  May  we 
once  again  urge  every  subscriber  to  do  his  or  her  best  to  add  one 
more  to  the  list  for  the  current  year?  It  really  should  not  be 
difficult. 
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Donations  show  the  notable  increase  of  £830,  and  a  total  of 
£1,415,  which  not  many  years  ago  would  have  been  regarded  as 
a  satisfactory  total  income  for  the  year.  The  largest  single  item  is 
£665  from  the  Mayor  of  Ealing’s  -Joint  Hospital  Appeal.  We 
*  should  like  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Mayor  (Councillor 
C.  D.  Grant,  J.P.)  for  this  happy  and  fruitful  inspiration  and  jj^e 
assistance  he  has  so  generously  given  in  its  execution. 

We  must  also  thank  the  Carnival  Committee  for  their  hard 
work  in  organizing  the  Fetes  and  also  for  their  donation  of  £40 
raised  by  dances  and  whist  drives  under  the  expert  direction  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  C.  Stewart. 

Flag  Day,  again  in  the  capable  hands  of  the  Hanwell  Towns¬ 
women’s  Guild,  raised  £153,  and  the  Garden  Fete  at  13,  Carlton 
Road,  by  kind  permission  of  Aid.  E.  H.  and  County  Councillor 
Mrs.  Brooks,  realized  £56. 

A  new  source  of  income  arising  in  a  novel  way  directly  out  of 
the  war  is  provided  by  the  activities  of  the  various  A.R.P.  services, 
who  have  added  philanthropy  to  their  war-time  responsibilities. 
The  Wardens,  Fire  Guards  and  W.V.S.  of  Post  A. 6  raised  £40 
during  Warship  Week,  and  handed  this  to  the  Hospital  to  lend  to 
the  Government  for  the  duration  of  the  war.  The  Hanwell  Central 
Fire  Party  and  York  Avenue  and  Clairville  Gardens  Fire  Watchers 
raised  £23  from  a  dance,  and  we  also  gratefully  mention  £7  from 
Deans  Road  Fire  Guards;  £5  5s.  from  Post  A. 6  and  Fire  Watchers 
Social  Club;  £5  from  Wardens  in  "A”  District;  £2  13s.  from 
Studley  Grange  Road  Fire  Guards,  and  £2  2s.  from  Gsterley  Park 
View  Road  Fire  Guards.  In  many  other  ways  the  various  Civil 
Defence  services  have  been  a  tower  of  strength  and  we  are  most 
grateful  to  them. 

The  Annual  Bowls  Tournament  Competition  realized  £36,  a 
magnificent  result  in  war-time.  We  take  this  opportunity  of  thank¬ 
ing  Mr.  F.  Davis  for  presenting  a  handsome  silver  cup  to  the  Han¬ 
well  Bowling  Club  for  competition  for  the  benefit  of  Hanwell 
Hospital. 

Box  collections  have  increased  by  £85  to  a  new  high  record — a 
most  pleasing  feature.  For  'this  the  Committee  are  grateful  to  Mr. 
Legge,  and  congratulate  him  on  attaining  this  result  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  both  he  and  Mrs.  Legge  have  been  seriouslv  ill  during 
the  year.  We  wish  them  both  a  speedy  and  complete  recovery. 
In  the  hope  of  fostering  a  healthy  rivalry  among  box-holders,  we 
may  mention — and  congratulate — the  following:  King’s  Arms,  £34: 
Duke  of  Wellington,  £20;  White  Hart  (Lower  Boston  Road),  £16; 
Broadway  Social  Club,  £10  (a  good  start  for  a  newcomer);  "The 
Two  Maxims  ”  (Prince  of  Wales),  £8  (since  August  last — another 
good  effort);  The  Royal  Victoria,  £5.  In  addition  to  a  box  of 
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nearly  £4,  the  Red  Lion,  Greenford,  sent  a  Christmas  donation  of 
£12  10s. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  have  to  acknowledge  an  unusually 
large  number  of  gifts  (ranging  from  £10  downwards),  accompany¬ 
ing  letters  expressing  appreciation  of  the  Nursing  Staff.  Gestures  of 
this  kind  are  especially  encouraging,  and  are  pleasing  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Staff  alike.  Finally,  the  time-honoured  and  time-worn 
Bun  Pence  have  produced  over  £16. 

Contributions  from  Patients  and  Contributory  Schemes  —  a 
valuable  barometer  of  the  Hospital's  work — again  show  substantial 
increases,  amounting  in  all  to  over  £400. 

The  very  cordial  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  again  due  and 
accorded  to  the  Hon.  Assistant  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  P.  Bradley,  for 
another  year  of  arduous  and  devoted  service  to  the  Hospital. 

In  consequence  of  the  paper  shortage  the  usual  lists  of  Sub¬ 
scribers,  Donors  and  Box  Holders  is  again  omitted,  but  these  lists 
can  be  inspected  at  the  Hospital  during  visiting  hours.
